Your mailing of 10/6 received. Hoping to avoid duplication of effort, 

I am replying in haste to your memo of 10/3 on declassification of CD’s. 

With the exception of a few non-FBI CD's, all CD’s which are on my list 
as totally withheld are on the list of "still classified" CD's which you sent 
me. Of the 108 FBI CD’s which are withheld in part, according to my copy of 
"List B," 55 are on your "declassified" list, and most of the rest (<4-7) are 
on neither of the lists you sent ("declassified" and "still classified"). (This 
makes sense, since they are not x’d on my original (old) CD bibliography^ 

I conclude that the x's are not horribly meaningful. In particular, an 
x does not mean that the CD was or is totally withheld. Also, the absence of 
an x does not mean that the CD is SS> totally available. My original understanding 
was that an x a.; 1 meant that the CD had not been e±— zsasfc cleared for 

research by the physical removal of withheld pages and their replacement 

by the "green sheets." 

Just to confirm that my understanding of this is correct, I suggest you ask 
for some of the -g— i> juicier pages of, say, CD 7 and 75» which used to be withheld. 
1175751?' Although these CD’s are no longer x'd, I ± ms don't expect you will get 
these pages, I suggest that you ask, in writing, for a fMEE list of the pages 
that are withheld from these CD's at the FBI's request. Don't let on that you 
have such a list from me (and don't order the whole list, to save money). 

Whether intentionally or not, smn the Archives has been less thaU helpful to 
you on this? after you let them know that you have my list you can press them, 
in writing, for copies of all such lists (present and future). I doubt that 
they could properly be withheld, and I don't think they would even try, if we 
got specific enough in our nc written requests.
